We believe some day that we will have school 
buildings and school equipment enough to care 
for those of our young who actually want an 
education; we believe real church edifices will 
take the place of the ramshackle structures which 
we now designate, with more or less shame, as 
places of worship; we believe our parents will 
some day try to estimate how much they can in­ 
vest to advantage in their children’s mental and 
physical education instead of spend time figuring 
how cheaply they can get them by. When that 
happens we will have gymnasiums, libraries, a 
Y. M. C. A., parks, playgrounds and other mod­ 
ern facilities of a civilized age just like the good 
people of other towns and cities are having. 


Yes, we believe in Ada. We can’t believe that 
she will always sleep. We believe that an .awak­ 
ening is near at hand, and we believe that there 
are better days ahead. We want to help bring 
those days about, and if we didn’t think we could 
be instrumental in doing so we would shut up 
shop tomorrow. 


Progress, development and prosperity, then, 
are the thoughts we would suggest for this won­ 
derful Easter season, the most glorious of the 
whole year.

cause for these wells millions of 
dollars worth of liquid 
gold 
that 
lies beneath the surface lias been 
claimed by the oil speculators. 
Beggs remains a village because 
the town marshall and a 
few of 
lu r citizens 
prefer 
to 
keep 
it 
a 
village. 
But other citizens of Beggs 
have decided it shall become a city 
of 
the 
first 
class 
On 
April 
I. 
they will held a primary for the 
selection of city officials and 
on 
April 2* a general election will b«* 
held to decide whether Beggs shall 
remain t* village of 3.000 or wheth­ 
er it will take its place with other 
titfl*- cities of Oklahoma. 
• 
lr isn’t necessary to look at th** 
sign on the little wooden station 
a relic of the last century, to find 
out where you are. 
Neither does 
one have to ask the station loafers 
the 
name of the town. 
It 
goes 
without saying that this is Beggs, 
the town that was made by the oil 
lMK>ni w I ich came w ith the bring­ 
ing iii of a gusher in August. 1919. 
In the winter time th** citizens 
of Beggs trudge through the mud 
except 
in 
certain 
sections of 
th* 
town where the bankers and prom ­ 
inent busine** men live. 
There are 
sidewalks in front of their homes 
and

crossings. 
But 
paving is a 
minus 
quantity 
in 
Beggs. 
Bonds have b**en voted and

market, and the citizens are still 
walking in the mud. 
Beggs h a s on** vantage point which 
commands a v ie w .of the surround­ 
ing country for several miles.

On the crest or this 
hill, which can been r**ach**d only 
by climbing the steep incline from 
the business district on Main street. 
is situa’ed the city standpipe, across

for a school ground here where th** 
young business men of
